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IMPROVED TRAIN SERVICE 
The setiling of the weather znd the 


safe harvesting of the bulk of the crop 
in this district and along the C. &. E. 
line; ensures & large grain export dur- 
ing the coming winter, much larger 


than in any previous season. In- 


creased grain export means increased 
dusiaess generally. This means an in- 


crease of railway freight service, but 
unfortunately does not necessarily 
mean an improvement in the railway 
passenger service. There is no doubt 
that the present passenger service 
beats no service at all; but there is as 
little question that it is a very unsatis- 

factory service, and one that is en- 

tirely behind the business require- 
menis of the district. As a railway 
is an influence of the first importance 
in the improvement of any district, so 
a goodzseyvice on a railway is a pro- 
portionate further improvement, and 
an inadequate service is a correspond- 
ing detriment and drawback. 

It is a plain and simple fact that ihe 
attractions of the Edmonton district 
for travellers looking for investment, 
are largeiy disciunted by the train 
service by which they must come here. 
The trip is unduly long and tedious 
facilities for transacting 
business expeditiously are reduced to 
@ minimum. The conditions have 
changed very considerably for the 
since the fast service was 
established on the main line. Former- 
ly the train could be depended on to 
Jeave Calgary at 8 a. m., and reach 
Edmonton at 6:40 p. m., and did not 
leave Edmonton until 8:20 a m. 
Now that close connection is made with 
the Imperial Limited at Calgary the 
north train is very frequently late in 
starting, causing it to reach Edmon- 
ton at a most inconvenient hour. 
This has come to be a very serious de- 
terrant to travel. So in the morning, 
in order to catch the east bound 
Limited at Calgary it must leave 
Edmonton at 7 a. m. Considering par- 
ticularly the situaton of the point to 
and from which the greater part of 
the terminal travel goes and comes, 
these hours of arrival and departure 
are @ very serious inconvenience to 
the travelling public. Formerly there 
was a possibility of a man coming in 
on one train, doing business and going 
out the next morning. But when the 
train may not arrive till ten or twelve 
at night, he cannot arrange to take 
such iong chances. He must there- 
fore lie over two days at Edmonton in 
order to do business, making a total 
loss of four days in reaching Edmonton. 
On the Soo line, on the Crow’s Nest 
line and on the main line a fine 
service is given for the purpose of 
building up trade. It is for the rail- 
way managers to say whether the 
service now given Edmonton as above 
stated is likely to build up trade or 
not. 

For at least six months of last year 
there was an average of a train a day 
to and from Edmonton. This was 
required to handle the freight traffic. 
The traffic this season it is now cer- 
tain will be larger than last, and more 
trains will be needed. If there isa 
freight train every day there might 
just as well be a passenger car attuch- 
ed to each train, as is now done three 
times a week, making a daily pas- 
senger service. This would be an 
improvement, but the condition of the 
district demands something more. 
There would still be the long slow 
ride from and to Calgary, the lateness 
uncertainty as to 
arrival, the weary waiting at the way 
stations while freight is being dis- 
charged or cars shunted, and generally 
everything that travel on the main 
line has educated the travelling public 
to consider unendurable. What is 
wantea isan express train three times a 
week, running fast enough to make 
the trip enjoyable, fres from weari- 
some delays, and therefore able to 
start late enough from Calgary to allow 
of the limited being a iittle late and still 
teaching Edmonton at a reasonable

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hour, Or from this end, leaving Ed- | nothing like the rain which prevailed 


monton late enough in the morning 
to allow of business being done, and 
yet reaching Calgary in time for the 
Imperial Limited going east. This 
would allow travellers, coming up one 
day to do business and go back the 
next, saving two days on the trip to 
the coast, and would certainly stimu- 
lata travel of ali kinds—-particularly 
first class travel--to a very great 
degree: A freight train with pas- 
senger car attached, might be ran on 
alternate days, giving a daily service, 
which would. be of. the greatest ad- 
vantage to husiness: at points along 
the iine. 


SCRIP COMMISSION. 
Major James Walker end J. ©. 
Cote, the members of the scrip com- 
mission for Athabasca district, arrived 
from tho north on Friday. Messrs. 
Chas. Mair and J. Prudhomme, secre- 
taries of the commission, also arrived. 
The commissien has issued in all about 
1,250 scrip of which 1,19C were 
money and 60 land. The number of 
scrips issued at each point was approxi- 
| mately as follows: Lesser Slave lake, 
563 money and 33 land; Peace River, 
1107 money and 3 land ; Dunvegen, 
| and 4 land ; Wolverine 
Vermillion, 167; Chipe- 
wyan, 12 39 McMurray, 10; Grand 
Rapids 1; Wapiscow, 52; Pelican 
rapids, 8; Landing. 47, ail money 
scrip. The scrip was issued to all 
|half-breeds resident in the treaty 
limits whose rights had not already 
been extinguished elsewhere. Under 
this rule half-breeds who had taken 
scrip in Manitoba or the Territories 
were debarred from drawing scrip for 
their children in Athabasca, as the 
rights of the children had been ex- 
tinguished by the granting of scrip to 
the parents. A well known trader of 
Lesser Slave lJake,—an Athabasca 
half-breed, with his family—some 
years ago succeded through the em- 
pleyment of a lawyer at Edmonton 
and the expenditure of $100 in get- 
ting scrip for himself and wife, al- 
though not strictly entitled toit. On 
the arrival of the scrip commissioners 
at Lesser Slave lake he found that by 
getting scrip as a Northwest half- 
breed his six children born in Atha- 
basca were debarred from drawing 
there. At the same time, however, 
that the commissioners were very strict 
about not giving scrip except to those 
who were entitled to it, they were very 
particular to issue to everyone en- 
titled. Ifa half-breed was not able 
to come to the commission the com- 
mission went to him. In no case was 
any assignment or order for scrip 
recognized. The certificate was plac- 
ed in the hands of the person in 
whose favor it was made; or in the 
case of children it was given te the 
parents, they giving a receipt for it. 

The highest price paid for scrip was 
at the Landing. There the corapeti- 
tion was very keen and up to $130 
was paid for a $240 scrip.gThe lowest 
price was at Vermilion and Wolverine 
point, on Peace river. There the price 
was as low as $70. C. Alloway, of 
Winnipeg, followed the commission 
throughout, buying scrip, R. Secord 
also bought on Upper Peace river, 
the Athacasca and Wapiscow. But 
on the Lower Peace Alloway had the 
market to hiniself. 

The commissioners will await in- 
structions at Edmonton in regard to 
the issue of scrip to half-breeds in the 
organized portion of the Territories, 
It is possible that some other arrange- 
ment may prevail than in the north. 
The half-breeds here were dealt with 
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point, 


;in 1885 and 1886, on the basis of the 


rights of 1870. That is, scrip was 
issued to or in respect of half-breeds 
living in 1870. Those who were 
alivé in 1870 and in 1885 received 
scrip, and the heirs of those who wers 
alive in 1870®ut who had died be- 
fore 1885, received the scrip that they 
would have received had they been 
alive. This settlement was never 
satisfactory to the half-breeds. A 
generation had grown up since 1870, 
who had no share in the scrip. They 
claimed that the scrip should be paid 
up todate. At last it was decided 
by tke government to pay up to ’85, 
But another generation is growing up 
since ’85 and they want to know 
where they came in. The announce- 
ment that scrip would only be paid to 
haif-breeds born between 1870 and 

1885 now alive is objected to by 
many of the half-breeds. They say 
that all born after 1870 who were 
alive in 1885, shou'd be given scrip. 
Or if the basis is not be: All who 
were alive in 1885, it should be: All 
who are alive now. This is one of 
the cases in which prompt settlement 
wuold have been cheap settlement. In 
view of possible complications jn the 

organized territories, the result of a 
former dilatory policy, the govern- 
ment is to be congratulated on the 
prompt, clean deal made with the 
half-breeds of Athabasca. There can 
be no after claims there. The setile- 
ment was once for all, and was so 
understood by all. 

The commissioners report fine sum- 
mer weather all the time they were 
in the north. The first frost was 
felt at Wapiscow lake on Sept. 5th, 
and the second on Wapiscow river on 
Sent. 8th. Neither of these was 
severe. The first severe frost occur- 
red at the Landing on Sept. 18th. 
There was some rain during the 'sum- 
mer and an occasional storm; but 


in the country south of the Athabasca 
river to the boundary line. 

_— 

EARLY CUTTING. 

A peculiarity o of the present harvest 
season is that it is one of the cases in 
which it paid a man to be a little slow. 
The energetic farmer who cut his grain 
on the greer side to keep it from freez- 
ing is a loser, while his more easy go- 
ing neighbor who trusted to fortune or 
sinply did not exert himself to cut his 
grain until it was ripe and the weather 
fine, is a big winner. The expected 
frost did not come. ‘he weather 
cleared up beautifully and finally and 
grain that was considered hopeless a 
few weeks ago is being put in stack in 
good condition. The man who could 
ensure himself half a crop by cutting 
early has his half crop safe enough. 
But his neighbor who did not cut so 
early has a full crop. Grain that was 
cut during the rainy weather of Aug- 
us* and early September will at 
least contain a lot of light grain, which 
will be a corresponding loss to the 
farmer. At the same time it would 
not be weil to use the experience of 
this year again. Another year of like 
unfavorable weather at the time for 
harvest, and the man who cut early 
would have half or three quarters of a 
crop while the man who did not cut so 
early would get —s These re- 
marks of course only apply to wheat. 
Oats which used to be the staple of 
the district, and are still nearly half 
the acreage,never were thought to be in 
danger and are turning out a big, safe 
crop.

country, and also around that Vicinity, 
we find the statements made in the 
fovernment report quite within the 
mark. We saw magnificent oats; in 
fact we do not: see how the ground 
could produce more. The earliest 


Sown was ripe and saved in splendid 
concition. We went into various 
fields along the road and we judged an 
ordinary sheaf weighed 25 or 30 lbs, 
The wheat that was sown early and 
wes being cut at this date, the 19th of 
September, was very good, but not so 
gran as Ra oats, bu: that which was 
cut previously was very poor quality. 
The late and unusually a8 » eA 
inducing farmers to cut for fear of 
frost and consequently such wheat will 
be fit only for stock. Everywhere 
tve found splendid vegetables. Potatoes 
goirg 400 bushels to the acre. Cab- 
bages a foot across and cauliflowers 
nearly as large, also beets, turnips, peas, 
beans, carrots, parenips, celery, and 
sometimes ripe tomatoes, pumpkins 
and peppers. The hop vine was used 
as a climber everywhere, and had 
grown 20 feet high in places; and the 
air around Edmonton was perfumed 
with mingonette, phlox, and we sup- 
pose twenty or thirty different kinds 
of flowers. We saw no brome grass, 
but a little timothy and quite a little 
red top, and also both red and white 
clover growing in patches in the 
streets and along the railroad track. 
In all our travels we have found the 
officials most kind and considerate. In 
Edmonton the Columbia house, under 
the charge of Mrs. Wiltsie, is opened 
for the benefit of first class immigrants, 
who are allowed rooms and bed and 
blankets free, and also had all neces- 
sary utensils supplied them, and Mrs. 
Wiitsie, in her position, seems to be 
the right person in the right place, 
allowing only respectable families and 
keeping regular hours, in fact this may 
be a tree home to the immigrant for a 
time. To sum up, as actions speak 
louder than words, I may say one of us 
have taken up 12 claims, and the other 
two expect to invest before leaving 
temporarily. To those seeking « 
healthy-climate, and a pleasant coun- 
try, we kvow of no other that offers 
such inducements at present as Al- 
berta.

FOREST PRESERVATION. 


The following is the order in council | 
appointing an inspector cf timber : ‘“That 
with the view of preserving the remaining 
forests upon Dominion Lands and Indian 
Reserves from utter destruction by firesand 
other destructive agencies, and of encourag- 
isg the reproduction of forest trees, and 
as settlement is rapidly progressing tu all 

arts of Manitoba and the North-West 

erritories, with the view of having an 
immediate inspection made. of the 
country to ascertain what tracts should be 
set apart for timber reserves before they 
are encroached upon by settlers, Mr. Elihu 
Stewart, of Collingwood, be appointed to 
undertake the work ata salary of $2,560 
per annum, with the title ‘Chief Inspect- 
or of timber and forestry” with headquart- 
ers'at’Ottawa, the duties of the said officer to 
beto inspect the timber reserves in Manitcba 
and the North-west Territories already 
defined by the Department of the Intezior, 
to yisit the timbered portions of Dominion 
lands with the view of setting apart 
further reserves, to lock into and report 
upon the cause and effect of fires and 
suggest the means whereby the destruction 
of the forests may be lessened, and also any 
other duties in connection with the timber 
resources of Dominien lands snd Indian 
Reserves he may be called apon by the 
Department of the Interior to perform.”

SENECA ROOT. 


Seneca root is being brought to 
market in small quantities in this 
district now. This is chiefly due to 
the persistent enquiry and advertis- 
ing of several commercial houses in 
the United States who deal in the | 
root. While it is well known | 
amongst the Indians of the region for 
its medicinal properties, they nor any 
ons else here knew it by its com- 
mercial name—or supposed that it 
had commercial value. The Indian | 
name is ‘*‘ Meen-see-kaas,” and the 
Iadians use the dried root for sore 
throat. It grows in sandy or graveliy 
ground, or in dry exposed situations 
on the banks of the valleys. Itis 
found all over the plains, and in the 
north at Lesser Slave lake and Peace 
river. At Battleford a great deal of 
it has been dug for market for several 
years by half-breeds and Indians, and 
the same might well be done here. 
Tt is indeed practically a new source 
of revenue for the district, and al- 
though of little accountat present may 
soon become of some importance. 
Hitherto the local price paid has been 
15e, but that has recently been in- 
creased to 20c a pound.

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GOLDEN JUBILEE CELEBRATION 

The celebration of Rey. Father 
Lacombe’s golden jubilee, or 50th 
anniversary of his consecration to the 


priesthood, commenced on Saturday 
afternoon with an eaterteinment by 
‘the pupils of the convent. 

At 7:50 p. m. addresses were pre- 
seated in St. Joachim’s church on 
behalf of the French speaking Catho- 
lics by Geo. Roy, of tho English 
speaking Catholics by N. D Beck, Q. 
C., by the Old Timers by T. G. Lauder, 
and of the French Canadians by S. 
Larue. Within the altar rail were 
His Grace Archbishop Langevin, Their 
Lordshizs Bishop Grandin, of St. 
Albert, and Dontenville, of New 
Westminster, Rev. Father Louis, 
superior of the Trappists of St. 
Norbert, Rev. Father Varlooz. of 
Brandon; Rev. Father Leduc, priest 
of the parish; Rev. Father Le Marcli- 
and, assistant; and the Rev. Father 
Lacombe. 

His Grace Archbishop Langevin 
replied first to the severa! addresses in 
English and in French. 

He congratulated the Catholics of 
Edmonton on the notable buildings in 
connection with their church, which 
had been ezected. The priests house, 
the hospital, and now the church. 
The erection of such a fine church 
was an evidence of more than material 
prosperity. It was a proof of religious 
fervor and liberality. He spoke of 
the work of the sisters of charity, who 
were the first to begin the original 
care of the sick in this country, and 
themseives suffered all the hardships 
of pioneering. Their footsteps had 
been followed worthily by the teach- 
ing Sisters Faithful Companions of 
Jesus. He spoke of the missionary 
labors of Bishop Grandin and said 
that no one man, however able or 
devoted, could have brought about the 
progress in religion aad civilization 
that had taken place. The work of a 
society was required. It was the 
work of the Oblates of Mary. There 
was no missionary organization that 
could show greater results from less 
means than this order could in the 
Northwest. Its success was achieved 
through the efforts, the risks and 
privations of its members. Besides 
the difficuities met with by mission- 
aries in other lands, throughout much 
of the Great North was the ever 
recurring danger of starvation. Being 
a young man he could, with al! 
modesty, speak of the great work that 
had been done by the older men. 
The priest whom they were honoring 
tonight was himself the living ex- 
ample of the work of the Oblate order. 
He spoke of the Rev. Father’s services 
availed of by the government in con- 
nection with the Indian treaty in the 
Athabasca district, and commended 
the goverment highly for the Christ- 
ian and generous spirit in which they 
had dealt with the natives of the 
north. The dealings of Canada with 
the Indians was a worthy example to 
all nations. He wes pleased to see 
the Rev. Father remembered by the 
Old Timers. It was a good thing to 
keep alive the memory of the past. 
Such an idea was worthy of the soul 
of man, as different from the heart 
which thought only of the present and 
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future. He honored the men, both 
lay and clerical, who had pioneered in 
this country. The priest could do 
nothing without the people. The 
pioneers of Edmonton were the right 
kind cf men or they could not have 
built up the country as had been done. 


His Grace also delivered an eloquent 
address in French. 


Rev. Father Lacombe replied first 
in French and then in English. He 
was glad to receive the address that 
had been presented and to hear what 
His Grace had said regarding him. 
His Grace had been too flattering. 
He was not the man who had been 
described, but he would wish to be 
such an one. He gave reminiscences of 
his missionary work, mentioning the 
incident of his securing a telegram 
of loyalty from Crowfoot, the Black- 
feet chief in 1885, to Sir John Mac- 
donald, which was read in parliament 
amid applause from both sides. He 
also mentioned having on one occasion 
found the bodies of three recently 
murdered Blackfeet about where the 
railway station in Strathcona now 
stands. He addressed a few words to 
his friends, the Old Timers,—fnends 
without distinction of nationality or 
religion,—and co-workers in pioneer- 
ing the country. He hoped for union 
in everything that was for the good of 
Canada, for in union was strength, 

The ceremony of the benediction 
was then perfermed by His Grace 
Archbishop Langevin. The choir 
acquitted themselves with more than 
usual degree of success during this 
service. 


At the close of the service in the 
church a receptien was held in the 
presbytery at which a large number of 
people of all denominations were pre- 
sented to the visiting dignataries of 
the church.

At the close of the consecration 
service His Grace gave a short address. 
He congratulated the Catholic. people 
of Edmonton on their sucvess in rais- 
ing this new and beautiful structure. 
He explained to those not familiar 
with the rites of the church that the 
Ceremony of the consecration of the 


'Corner stone was important, not be- 


Cause of the stone, but becaase it 
typified the relation of Christ to the 
church of God. The church building 
was sacred because of the altar which 
it contained from which was offered a 
daily sacrifice, the sacrifice of the 
mass. The idea of sacrifice had 
always been connected with religion. 
It was so in all countries, at all times. 
Thé aitar of sacrifice was the centie of 
Catholic devotion, and the secret of 
Catholic success. In some of the 
countries of northern Europe the 
sacrifical altar had been given up for 
the past 200 years, but that did not 
prove they were right. Rather the 
universal idea of sacrifice, the wniver- 
sal acceptance of that idea in the 
Christian church for more than a 
thousand years, the present success of 
the Catholic church under ail circum- 
stances proved that it was right. The 
sprinkling with holy water was not 
with the idea that there was efficacy 
in the mere water, but’ that the bless- 
ing and power of God went with the 
act. As in the case mentioned in the 
Old Testament where the unwhole- 
some spring was made pure by the 
priest under the command of God 
sprinkling salt in it. He appealed 
for generous assistance towards the 
completion of the church. There 
must be sacrifice if there was to be 
success. Al! should help. The young as 
wel] as the old,and the poor as well as 
the rich, that the divine blessing 
might rest on the congregation as well 
as on the church. 


Pontifical high mass was celebrated | 


in the church building at present in 
use by Mgr. Dontenville, bishop of 
New Westminster 
sion of the service His Lordship made 


a few remarks appropriate to the 
oceasion of the consecration of the 
new ehurch. He congratulated the 
Catholics of Edmonton on their assur- 
ed soon possession of a new church. 
A church was a means of uniting the 
people of the same faith. He spoke 
in glowing terms of the future before 
the Northwest Territories and said 
that the general material progress 
already achieved, and the church now 
being erected, was only an earnest of 
what would be inthe near future. 
But the present was the foundation of 
the future. As the present few 
people planned end builded the many 
later comers would profit. He iaid 
stress on the education of the young, 
and particularly education in the 
truth. All education was not in the 
schools. There was the more import- 
ant education of the home, which 
again was derived from the church. 
No one could say the church was his 
unless he had helped to build it. 
Everyone should give generously. In 
that he must be guided by his con- 
science. His pastor could not say 
that he shuld give 30 much or so 
much. But every member should be 
able to say that a pillar or even a 
brick of the church was a part of his 
personally because it represented his 
sacrifice for the church—was paid for 
with his money. 

After the celebration of the mass a 
banquet was served in the school room 
cf the convent. The church was 
appropriately deccrated for the occa- 
sion. The dinner was provided and 
served by the ladies of St. Joachim’s 
congregation and did all credit to 
their generosity as well as_ their 
culinary ability. About one hundred 
sat down. His Grace Archbishop 
Langevin presided with Bishop Don- 
tenville, of New Westminster, at his 
right and Rev. Fathe: Lacombe on 
his left, with the Venerable Bishop 
Grandin, of St. Albert, facing him.

If they go on reserves and apply for 
schools they are to get them. The 
teachers will be Protestant or Catholic 
as they seleet. Sick and destitute 
people are to have a measure of relief 
by the government, and help wili be 
given in time of general scarcity. 

On the part of the Indians they 
agree not to interfere with settlers, 
to obey the.laws, and support their 
enforcement. 

The ternis of the. treaty are the same 
with all the bands.
